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MARKET  REVIEW 


Cane  sugar  refiners  reduced  their  inventories  sharply  during  August. 
The  preliminary  report  shows  722,000  tons  of  raw  and  refined  sugar  on 
hand  as  of  September  2.  This  quantity  was  177,000  tons  less  than  the 
inventories  as  finally  determined  for  the  beginning  of  August,  but  85,000 
tons  larger  than  those  of  August  31,  1966.  The  inventory  drawdown  was 
partially  a  reaction  to  the  disappointing  level  of  refined  sugar  sales  in 
July.  Refiners'  distribution  in  August,  however,  recovered  to  a  level 
well  above  that  of  August  1966. 

It  is  almost  certain  that  food  processors  reduced  their  inventories  of 
refined  sugar  and  of  sugar-containing  products  during  July  --  the  month 
when  sugar  distribution  was  well  below  normal.  The  custom  of  closing 
down  for  a  vacation  period  in  that  month  is  becoming  more  general. 
However,  it  also  seems  likely  that  the  cool,  and  in  some  parts  of  the 
country  wet  weather  and  the  smaller  than  normal  fruit  crops  have  ad- 
versely affected  sugar  consumption  to  some  extent  for  the  year  as  a 
whole  as  compared  with  what  otherwise  would  have  been  consumed. 

Sugar  distribution  for  consumption  in  the  Continental  United  States  by 
all  primary  distributors  in  August  appears  to  have  been  1,049,000  tons, 
or  29,000  tons  more  than  the  distribution  in  August  1966.  For  the  first 
8  months  of  1967,  dis tribution was  about  6,765,000  tons  as  compared  to 
6,846,000  tons  in  the  similar  period  a  year  ago.  Cane  sugar  refiners 
distributed  4,  759>  000  tons  or  85,000  tons  more  than  in  the  correspond- 
ing period  last  year.  Distribution  of  refined  beet  sugar  at  1,858,000  tons 
was  about  168,000  tons  less  than  in  the  first  8  months  of  1966. 

Regionally,  there  has  been  little  deviation  from  year  to  year  in  refined 
sugar  deliveries.  Through  July,  national  deliveries  were  1.8  percent 
smaller  than  in  the  corresponding  period  of  1966.  None  of  the  five 
regions  showed  an  increase  while  decreases  ranged  from  4.0  percent  in 
the  West  to  0  .  7  percent  in  the  North  Central  area. 

California   was  the    state  with  the    largest  year    to  year  decline  for  the 

seven   month  period          672,000    hundredweight  or  6 . 0  percent.  This 

mostly  reflected  the  fact  that  the  large  West  Coast  refinery  had  a  work 
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stoppage  from  early  June  to  late  July.  Pennsylvania,  Maryland,  Georgia, 
Missouri,  New  York  and  Louisiana  were  the  only  other  states  with  year 
to  year  declines  of  more  than  100,000  hundredweight.  New  Jersey's  in- 
crease of  202, 000  hundredweight  was  the  only  one  over  100,000  hundred- 
weight . 

During  the  second  quarter,  canners  and  preservers  received  slightly 
less  sugar  than  in  the  second  quarter  of  last  year.  Other  food  proces- 
sors had  increases  of  the  following  order:  bakers  8  percent,  soft  -drink 
bottlers  5  percent,  confectioners  3  percent,  and  ice  cream  manufacturers 
2  percent . 

For  the  first  six  months  of  the  year,  deliveries  of  sugar  to  canners  and 
pres ervers  were  4  percent  less  thanin  the  first  half  of  1966.  Other  food 
processors    had  increases    of  the  following    order:    bakers  4  percent; 
bottlers  5  percent;  ice  cream  manufacturers  2  percent;  and  confection- 
ers 1  percent . 

Deliveries  of  sugar  in  consumer  sized  packages  were  about  the  same  in 
the  first  halves  of  the  two  years,  accounting  for  27.7  percent  of  total 
sugar  distribution  in  the  1966  period  and  27.2  percent  this  year. 

Domestic  shipments  of  corn  sweeteners  during  the  first  quarter  of  1967 
were  almost  5  percent  below  first  quarter  1966  shipments.  In  the  second 
quarter  of  1967  they  rose  more  than  20  percent  above  shipments  during 
the  .similar  period  of  1966.  The  increases  by  type  of  user  were 

of  the  magnitude  of  38  percent  for  canners;  30  percent  for  confectioners; 
19  percent  for  beverage  producers;  17  percent  for  ice  cream  manufac- 
turers; and  8  percent  for  bakers  .  For  the  first  six  months  of  1967  corn 
sweetener  shipments  to  domestic  users  increased  about  eight  percent 
above  shipments  during  the  first  half  of  1966.  The  increases  ranged  from 
about  two  percent  for  bakers  up  to  more  than  JO  pe  rcent  for  canners  . 

The  spot  quotation  for  raw  sugar,  duty  paid  and  delivered  to  New  York 
averaged  7.33  cents  per  pound  during  August  androseto  7.  35  cents  on 
September  25.  For  the  first  eight  months  of  1967  the  quotation  averaged 
7.24  cents  per  pound.  This  compares  with  6.92  cents  per  pound  for  the 
first  eight  months  of  1966. 

There  were  no  changes  during  August  in  the  wholesale  price  quotations 
for  refined  sugar  in  100-pound  paper  bags,  except  for  cane  sugar  sold 
in  the    Chicago-West   territory  where  the  quotations  were  reduced  .10 
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cents  per  pound  --  from  9.95  to  9.85  cents.  Generally,  cane  and  beet 
industrial  sugars  were  being  offered  for  August  shipment  at  .10  cents 
per  pound  below  these  quotations.  Current  quotations  indicate  that  these 
prices  will  prevail  throughout  September.  On  August  22  reductions  of 
40  cents  per  100  pounds  were  announced  in  the  wholesale  price  quota- 
tions for  refined  sugar  inconsumer  size  packages  in  the  Northeast.  The 
quotation  for  sugar  in  5-pound  paper  bags  had  been  11.65  cents  per 
pound,  or  1.0  5  cents  per  pound  higher  than  the  basis  price  for  100 -pound 
paper  packages.  During  August  the  price  was  reduced  to  11.25  cents  per 
pound  thus  bringing  the  differential  for  the  smaller  package  down  to  0.6  5 
cents  per  pound.  As  of  September  22  the  quotations  through  September 
for  the  basis  pack  were:

The  retail  price  for  sugar  in  five  pound  paper  bags  averaged  nationally 
12.3  cents  per  pound  in  July  --  slightly  higher  than  the  average  for  the 
first  seven  months  of  the  year  and  about  two  percent  higher  than  for  last 
August . 

On  August  29  the  Departm  ent  reallocated  small  quota  deficits  to  countries 
able  to  supply  the  sugar.  The  reallocation  is  described  in  detail  on  page 
7. 

The  Department's  Crop  Reporting  Board,  on  the  basis  of  conditions  as 
of  September  1  forecast  the  production  of  19  million  tons  of  sugarbeets 
and  26  million  tons  of  sugarcane  for  1967.  By  states, only  minor  changes 
from  their  August  1  forecast  were  indicated.  The  forecast  stated  that 
prospects  for  sugarbeets  in  Kansas  were  improved  by  favorable  weather 
during  August  while  indications  are  that  cool,  dry  weather  during  the 
growing  period  in  Minnesota  and  North  Dakota,  particularly  in  the  Red 
River  Valley,  have  reduced  expected  yields. 
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A  record  crop  of  sugarcane  for  sugar  and  seed  is  forecast  for  1967  for 
the  mainland  cane  area  and  Hawaii.  Florida  sugarcane  prospects  im- 
proved during  August  because  of  excellent  growing  conditions  and  the 
indicated  sugarcane  production  was  increased  about  200,000  tons  above 
the  August  1  forecast.  No  changes  from  the  August  1  forecast 

were  indicated  in  the  yields  of  sugarcane  for  Louisiana  and  Hawaii. 

Final  outturn  for  the  1967  sugarcane  crop  in  Puerto  Rico  amounted  to 
818,294  tons  of  sugar,  raw  value,  compared  to  883,000  tons  last  year. 
The  production  of  sugarcane  in  1967  was  below  1966  because  of  drought, 
but  the  yield  of  sugar  per  ton  of  cane  was  9-903  percent  compared  to 
9.228  percent  last  year. 

The  spot  price  for  world  market  sugar  on  the  New  York  Coffee  and  Sugar 
Exchange  dropped  to  1  .  55  cents  per  pound  f.o.b.  Caribbean  ports  for  the 
period  August  18th  through  the  22nd,  1967.  For  the  month  the  average 
was  1 .  68  cents  per  pound  and  for  the  first  eight  months  of  the  year ,  1.93 
cents  per  pound.  On  September  25  the  spot  price  was  2.00  cents  per 
pound  and  on  that  date  prices  for  futures  xanged  from-2.il/l-3centsper 
pound  for  November  1967  delivery  to  2.90  cents  per  pound  for  January 
1969  delivery . 
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ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS  RELATING  TO  1967  SUGAR  SUPPLIES 
Reallocation  of  1967  Sugar  Quota  Deficits 

The  U.  S.  Department  of  Agriculture  on  August  29,  1967  reallocated 
12,187  short  tons,  raw  value,  of  the  sugar  quotas  and  deficit  prorations 
previously  established  for  Nicaragua  and  Panama.  Of  this  total,  461  tons 
represents  a  shortfall  in  the  quota  established  for  Panama  pursuant  to 
Section  202  of  the  Act,  and  4,  528  and  7,198  tons  represent  deficits  pre- 
viously prorated  to  Panama  and  Nicaragua,  respectively. 

This  action  was  based  on  statements  received  before  Aug.l  that  .Panama 
and  Nicaragua  would  be  able  to  supply  only  32,815  and  52,889  tons  this 
year.  The  shortfall  of  12,187  tons  is  prorated  to  Western  Hemisphere 
quota  countries  able  to  supply  such  additional  sugar.

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BACKGROUND  DATA  ON  1968  SUGAR  REQUIREMENTS 


Following  is  an  outline  of  the  basic  considerations  which  the  Secretary- 
uses  in  arriving  at  an  initial  determination  of  sugar  requirements  for 
1968  and  the  pertinent  statistical  series  which  have  customarily  been 
published  in  the  October  issue  of  Sugar  Reports. 


Section  201  of  the  Sugar  Act  places  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  a 
responsibility  which  may  be  outlined  as  follows: 


THE  To  determine  during  the  last  three  months   of  1967 

PROBLEM  the  quantity  of  sugar  needed  in  1968  to  meet  the  re- 

quirements of  consumers  in  the  continental  United 
States . 


THE  To  provide  a  supply  of  sugar  that  will  be  consumed 

OBJECTIVE  at  prices  which  will  not  be  excessive  to  consumers 

and  which  will  fairly  and  equitably  maintain  and  pro- 
tect the  welfare  of  the  domestic  sugar  industry. 


IN  MAKING 
THIS  DETER- 
MINATION THE 
SECRETARY 
MUST: 


Use  as  a  basis: 

the  quantity  of  direct-consumption  sugar  distrib- 
uted during  the  12-month  period  ending  Septem- 
ber 30,  1967.

changes  in  population; 
changes  in  other  demand  conditions  . 
Take  into  consideration: 

the  above  basis  and  allowances; 

the  level  and  trend  of  consumer  purchasing

2.  Primary  distributors  1  stocks  September  2 ,  1967  were  1 ,  367  ,  000  short 
tons  ,  raw  value  (preliminary) ,  up  67  ,  000  tons  from  a  year  ago,  and  down 
502,000  tons  from  end  July  1967.  During  .  August  refiners'  stocks  de-

3.  Charges  to  1967  quotas  through  August  31,  1967  were  7 ,  192 ,  963  short 
tons,  raw  value ,  leaving  a  balance  of  3,607,037  tons  to  be  supplied 
within  the  10,800,000  ton  total. 


4.  Regionally,  January- July  deliveries  ,  1967  as  compared  to  1966  were 
down  in  all  of  the  regions.  The  decreases  were  --  West  4.0  percent, 
New  England  2  .  5  percent,  South  2.4  percent,  Middle  AtlanticO.  Tpercent 
and  North  Central  0.7  percent. 

5.  Second  quarter  1967  sugar  deliveries  were  larger  to  five  of  the  seven 
industrial  user  groups  than  for  the  same  1966  quarter,  and  were  larger 
to  three  of  the  four  non-industrial  user  groups.  To  industrial  buyers  the 
national  increase  was  4.7  percent  and  deliveries  to  non-industrial  users 
increased  by  5.3  percent.  Corn  refiners'  total  domestic  shipments  of 
corn  sirup  and  dextrose  in  the  second  quarter  of  1967  were  up  by  about 
21  percent  over  the  comparable  quarter  of  1966.
